MIAMI,  Fla.  Op)— Unsuspect¬ 
ing  churches  in  Greater  Miami 
are  in  tor  an  estimated  $60,000 
tax  jolt  in  the  coming  year. 

Apparently  unnoticed  by  prac¬ 
tically  everyone,  toe  recent  Flo¬ 
rida  state  legislature  knocked 
out  provisions  trifehe  taw  on  the 
state  sales  tax  tyiat  gave  chur¬ 
ches  a  break  on  the  cost  of  con¬ 
struction  of  new  buildings. 

Since  churchaa  in  the  area 
have  averaged  more  than  $2.- 
000,000  worth  of  construction  an¬ 
nually,  an  estimated  $60,000  will 
be  tacked  on  to  cost  of  construc¬ 
tion  in  the  coining  year  because 
of  the  sales  tax  on  materials 
used. 

What  happened,  according  to 
Fred  Puffer,  regional  tax  super¬ 
visor,  is  this: 

The  sales  tax  law  originally 
provided  that  a  contractor  erect¬ 
ing  a  building  for  any  branch  of 
the  federal,  state  or  local  gov¬ 
ernment  could  get  a  tax  exemp-

This  change 
eliminated  the  administrative 
ruling  extending  exemption  to 
churches,  and  the  like. 

However,  Puffer  pointed  out. 
the  law  still  provides  that  a 
church  may  be  exempted  from 
the  sales  tax  on  any  item  it  pur¬ 
chases  using  the  tax  exemption 
number  assigned  by  the  state. 

Protestant  churches  with 
building  plans  in  the  offing  were 
being  urged  to  take  advantage 
of  one  opening  still  left  in  the 
law.  The  new  provisions  will  not 
take  effect  until  Aug.  1.  Con¬ 
tracts  signed  before  that  date 
will  not  be  affected. 

So  a  flurry  church  building 
may  start  in  the  next  two  weeks. 

And  the  chancery  of  the  Mi¬ 
ami  Diocese  of  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  said  it  too  was  tak¬ 
ing  the  situation  under  study  in 
order  to  meet  the  unexpected 
problem.

Tangier  Religious 
Broadcasts  To 
Be  Discontinued 

MOROCCO  •—  All  religious 
broadcasts  from  Tangier  will  be 
discontinued  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  according  to  a  new  gov¬ 
ernment  order.  The  order  pro¬ 
hibits  all  private  radio  activity 
in  Morocco  beginning  January 
1,  1900.  Meanwhile  all  broad¬ 
casts  in  this  country  have  been 
placed  under  strict  state  con¬ 
trol,  with  fines  imposed  for  vio¬ 
lations  of  political  censorship. 

Among  the  programs  affected 
by  the  order  are  the  Norea  Ra¬ 
dio  daily  religious  broadcasts 
beamed  at  Norway  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Norwegian  Lu¬ 
theran  Mission  and  other  Luth¬ 
eran  groups  at  that  country. 

Further  religious  programs 
put  on  the  air  here  include  those 
of  1BA  Radio,  sponsored  by 
Swedish  Pentacostals  under  the 
name  of  the  International 
j  Broadcasting  Association,  the 
I  broadcasts  of  the  Voice  of  Tan¬ 
gier,  a  missionary  station  run 
by  International  Evangelism 
Inc.,  of  the  United  States,  and 
others  transmitted  by  Radio  Af¬ 
rica  and  Pan  American  Radio. 

Meanwhile,  across  the  Medi¬ 
terranean  in  Italy,  authorities 
of  the  Waldensian  Church,

body,  have  been  notified  that 
the  worship  programs  they  .have 
been  broadcasting  every  Sunday 
morning  from  Triest  will  no 
longer  be  permitted.
